L klATTER OF DEMONSTRATION. 


There are none so blind as those who 
will not see. 
We asserted, and «till affirm, 
that the most of the State bookkeeping is 
error, such as would not be tolerated in a 
cross-roads grocery store. This we have 
demonstrated: Fees arc paid into State 
offices for services performed by the incum­ 
bents. No fee lxiok of any specified form 
is required hv law to he kept. The fees 
are to he paid over to the State. But 
there is no check to prevent the official 
pocketing the fees, and when lie does so 
discovery is only poasi!tie by taking an in­ 
voice—as it were—going over the “ files” 
and estimating what fees should have been 
charged for services apparently performed. 
Hut even then fees collected for services 
not shown hv the files—and there is op­ 
portunity for many such—will not be dis­ 
closed. 
We repeat, the only true system 
is the interposition of a check, and the 
on’y check is the entry of the service or 
the collection of the fee by some other offi­ 
cer than the one who performs the service 
—a system that obtains in everv well- 
regulated mercantile and business estab­ 
lishment in the land. 
When we made 
this demonstration clear some months ago, 
and at a time when the Controller laid 
charges of fee-stealing, our local contem­ 
porary referred to the plan of checks as a 
red-tape proposition. 
Its remedy is “ hon­ 
est officials.” But the people do not always 
choose them ; in fact, the people frequently 
show a lamentable lack (if sagacity in .se­ 
lecting servants. 
M -n believed to he hon­ 
est when elected, when in office and under 
temptation fail. The dishonest may a '- 
ways be counted as opposed to checks; no 
other boosts his honesty so loudly ;ls 
he. 
The honest man of all others i., most 
desirous that business he conducted ac­ 
cording to approved business plana, and 
will always favor a system of checks, since 
they arc shields to his reputation against 
unworthy suspicion. 
We have reason to 
believe all oilii ials now at the Qapifol, and 
those still living who have held positions 
there, admit the looseness of tile present 
system, and favor some such a cheek as that 
suggested. 
In this judgment every 1 usi- 
ness nian will heartily concur. 
But cur 
neighbor, in the ini om stithinmness of its 
nature, and its rule of insisting that the 
horse is sixteen feet high, will continue to 
denounce a check system as useless red 
tape, 
ll is a very simple matter in detail. 
If “ A dt -ires the great seal affixed to a 
document, he will need hut to apply to the 
Controller, or some other designated offi­ 
cial, who will procure the service from the 
Secretary of the State for him, and collect 
the fee. 
The Secretary will charge the 
service to the official, and a complete check 
of record, avoidable only by (.illusion an ! 
forgery, is established. 
If “ 1! ” has a pay­ 
ment to make in the Supreme( 'onrt for “ a 
filiug,” he can just as easily pay it to one 
officer of the Court on the memorandum 
certificate of the Clerk, as to the latter 
direct, and the agreement of the two ac­ 
counts will create a check avoidable only 
by collusion and forgery. And even if it 
cau-cs some slight addition to the time of 
the performance of a service, what of it? 
As the San Francisco Bul! tin puts it; 
“ The conduct of public business more on 
the plan of private enterprises, would keep 
much money in the public treasury.” 
In an article on the subject, on Satur­ 
day, in a distinct paragraph, and having 
no relation to the fee system, we referred 
to the recent thieving in the Treasurer’s 
office, where there is no fee service what­ 
ever. 
The reference was 
simply and 
plainly made t" point out that a depute in 
that office had demonstrated how, under 
our present system, deposit moneys can he 
used for other purjioses than stop-gnps in 
the general and other lawful funds. 
Yet 
upon this our contemporary, with amusing 
eager nee?, seizes the opportunity to misin­ 
terpret us. It says that the R ficobi»-Union 
“ makes the theft of special deposits by a 
son of the State Treasurer an occasion for 
reviving its scheme to abolish dishonesty 
by a lavish nse of red tape.” 


permitted special deposits to he made in 
the State Treasury. 
It is added : 
The case of young January lias no relation to 
our contem porary's proposal to have all tees 
audited in advance of paym ent. It is not a ease 
in w hich fees have been stolen. * * * So far 
from the late robbery going to show a need of 
m ore red tape, it serves to show th at red tape Is 
powerless to hold the thievish hand. * * * 
The m ost elaborate system o f cheeks and bal­ 
ances ever devised has not sufficed to prevent 
th e hasty ‘light ol rascally cashiers, leaving 
very little for th e depositors save those very 
cheeks and balances w hich were relied upon to 
prevent fraud. 
We are under obligations for this unwit­ 
ting testimony in favor of the cheek sys­ 
tem. In the case of January there were no 
fees taken, nor did we so allege. There are 
no bondsmen responsible for his stealing) 
no checks interposed, nor could there lie’ 
The only way to apply a check upon such 
acts is to do as the State of Nevada has 
done, make 
County 
Treasurers’ 
spe­ 
cial 
deposits 
lawful 
and 
the 
State 
Treasurer 
responsible 
therefor. 
But 
the (light of an official under sufficient 
bonds cannot occasion loss to the State if a 
check system of bookkeeping prevails to 
disclose his thieving. No one with a grain 
of sense has ever argued that a check sys­ 
tem of bookkeeping is a preventive of 
thievery, burglary, or vault-breaking, l’ut 
it is a cheek upon the official fee collector, 
since it makes a record of his act that is a 
constant restraint. Aside from all these 
considerations, however, and 
above all 
questions of crime-prevention, it is the 
proper, orderly, and usual business method 
of neat, practical bookkeeping, and, there­ 
fore, commends itself to the State, and is 
as certain to he adopted as that our con­ 
temporary has hutted its iiead against an 
old-time and demonstrated business propo­ 
sition that will he adopted by the S tite of 
California inside of three months, under 
official recommendation. 


A WORD TO THE LADIES. 


The ladies of Sacramento are invited by 
the Howard Benevolent Association to 
meet to-day to devise ways and means to 
aid that worthy institution in its work of 
relieving the distresses of the jaior. 
It is 
an old-time organization, and has a proud 
record. 
It lias been the means of great 
good, and should not he cut short iu its 
career of usefulness for want of supplies. 
W e are not convinced that it is the best 
policy to pursue to relieve distress by call­ 
ing upon the people to contribute to Asso­ 
ciations. 
A very much loftier, more equi­ 
table and humane system of dispensing 
charity will some day he adopted by the 
State. 
But at present, and probably for 
many years to come, the best avenue for 
relieving distresses of the poor in cities 
will lie such Associations as the Howards. 
That organization represents the very best 
there is in the present system. 
It is all 
we have, and because it is desirable that 
there shall he early recognition of the 
right principle by society, we must not 
neglect the means at hand. The commu­ 
nity recognizes it as a duty to supply the 
machinery it has with the needed motive 
power—money—and the people of this city 
have not failed to respond to the appeals 
made in the past, nor will they do so now. 
But the R ecokd-ü xion would lie dere­ 
lict of duty under conviction if it did not 
now enter a protest against employing evil 
means to accomplish good. It has been the 
custom for years to make lottery gambling a 
chief attraction at such charity fairs a« 
that now proposed, 
it is a had practice, 
not so much because of the immediate 
harm that results as because it makes a 
good end the excuse for the employment 
of vicious means. 
This people cannot 
a fin id t> cultivate the spirit of lottery 
gaming among the youth of this city. 
They do so, however, when they stimulate 
them to soil and buy tickets in lotteries at 
charity or church fairs. 
There is no di­ 
viding line in this matter. A lottery con­ 
demned by the law, made an offense by 
statute, can not lie excused because it is 
drawn for charity. 
In Rome formerly, a 
lottery was regularly drawn in aid of the 
Peter’s Pence fund of the churc h, but the 
present Pope, on assuming power, prohii 
¡ted such gaming, and in his Pontificate 
there has been no lottery drawn for church 
purposes, except under condemnation of the 
throne of St. Peter. 
In this Leo has set 
an example all peoples should follow. He, 
at least, can not close his eyes to the in­ 
consistency of condemning a lottery drawn 
at Havana or New Orleans for private 
gain, and one drawn under the sanction of 
the church on the plea of charity. 
There 
is practically no difference between them. 
A lottery is the same vicious thing, no 
matter in what garb it may he clothed. 
It is a crime under the law to sell a lottery 
ticket, and none the less so because the 
vendor is a petted daughter of society who 
peddles tii tickets and wins buyers in the 
game 
of 
chance 
by 
the 
radiance 
of 
her 
smiles. 
Let 
the 
ladies 
of 
.Sacrament* 
to-day 
prove 
by 
their 
works 
that 
they 
are 
consistent. 
If they do not desire_their sons, husbands 
Or brothers to waste their substance bv 
patrunizing the daily lotteries on I street, 
or the miserable Havana and New Orleans 
"schemes" and the other vicious gambling 
In which these inevitably lead, let them 
1)0 true enough to their preaching to vote 
unanimously that there shall be no gam­ 
bling, in any form, at the Howards’ char­ 
ily fair, and resolve that, without gam­ 
bling, that of 1884 shall be a greater suc­ 
cess than any that have preceded it. 
In 
short, in order to prove that charitable 
impulses may he made to yield a larger re­ 
turn without an appeal to the gambling 
spirit, let them resolve that the greatest 
cfibrt if their lives for charity shall he 
made— and then set about to consummate it. 
Ti this end, and that the protest of the 
women of Sacramento may be made effect­ 
ive. and the result of a new policy lie vin­ 
dicated bv the financial outcome, lluro 
should he an exceeding large attendance 
at to-dav’s meeting.

'R e m a rk a b le S e rie s o f A d v e n tu re s . 
Eo.viiox. Xovcnibi i* 17th.— A Belgian 
named Bosch has just been arrested at 
Dover, aftei a remarkable series of advent­ 
ures, and sent to Belgium to answer a 
hurgc of embezzling about $20,000. Bosch 
is a young man, and was commercial trav­ 
eler and collected for a wholesale wine 
dealer in Brussels. 
In March lie found 
himself in possession of more than 100,000 
francs of his employer’s money and ab­ 
sconded with it to England, landing at 
Dover; thence lie proceeded by casv stages 
to Liverpool, spending his money lavishly 
along the way. He never made use of 
any public conveyance, believing that a 
watch would tie kept upon railway and 
other passengers, and it is said that he 
walked all the way from Dover to Liver­ 
pool. 
lie took the journey leisurely and 
lived riotously ail the time, stopping at 
different public houses as lie came to them 
and indulging without stint in every form 
of dissipation. When lie reached Liver­ 
pool he had only a few pounds left, and lie 
spent the last shilling in buying a steerage 
passenger’s ticket and outfit in a steamer 
bound for New York. He went across the 
Atlantic, but being a pauper was not al­ 
lowed to land at New York, and was 
brought back on the same steamer by 
which he went out. and turned adrift a’t 
Liverpool. He wanted to return to Bel­ 
gium, and, 
having no other resource, 
tramped back from Liverpool to Dover, 
begging his way at places where a few 
weeks before lie spent money like a prince. 
He arrived in Dover ragged, famished and 
footsore, and, crazed by his sufferings and 
■xp jsure, was arrested as an insane vaga- 
lotid, and at the police station it was 
noticed that he answered to the description 
of the embezzler Bosch, who had been 
wanted by the police for eight months. He 
did not deny his identity, and lias been 
sent to Belgium, where lie will be placed 
in a lunatic asylum. 
T lie S itu a tio n in C h in a. 
S h a n g h a i, November 17th.—The Chinese 
Government has arranged for English and 
American vessels to run

blockade of tin- isle of Formosa. Thirteen 
Germans, who have been engaged as officers 
for the Chinese army, have arrived at 
Tientsin.

By these

the True Friend of the People,” or to gi 
and hear Bugginsius, the famous platform 
orator, who was noted for his pluck in 
pitching into the patricians, as speakers 
may lie nowadays who abuse the House of 
Lords. 
Excepting books and newspapers, 
whose presence some may fancy a not 
wholly unmixed blessing, there are traces 
at Pompeii of all sorts of London-shop 
things, and ways and means of livin^ 
There even are the pass checks which were 
current at the theater, where the people 
were assembled at the time of the eruption, 
and the figs and other fruit which were 
prepared for their refreshment upon that 
fatal afternoon. One other exception, how­ 
ever, must he made. Among the myriad 
of articles preserved in the museum 
vainly strained my eyes to see a classic 
corkscrew. 
But a moment’s thought ex­ 
plained the absence of this interesting in­ 
strument. There were no corks used when 
Horace, that delightful diner-out, begged 
his host to let him taste that famous four 
year-old Falernian, the saver of which still 
sweetly lingered in his memory, while, to 
keep the wintry cold out, a few more logs 
were heaped upon the hospitable hearth.—

T h e M ic ro s c o p e .—A writer on the 
manufacture and use of the microscope 
corrects one of the common errors preva­ 
lent concerning its use, namely, that the 
higher the power capable of being em­ 
ployed, the more valuable the instrument, 
the fact being that equally satisfactory re­ 
sults are known to have been obtained 
with one of 3,000 diameters as of 100,000. 
The ordinary work for which a physician 
uses a microscope requires from 100 to 500 
diameters only, while special work can he 
done with ease with from 2,000 to 5,000 
diameters. 
Again, “ times” and “ diam­ 
eters” are not synonymous, the diameter 
being, of course, the distance across the 
object, so that if an object he magnified 
500 diameters, it is magnified 250,000 
times, or the square of the diameter, the 
difference, in point of fact, between the 
two dimensions in measurement, being 
quite apparent. The degree of curvature 
is what makes the glass a magnifier, and 
the two kinds of glass used tend to correct 
each other’s inaccuracies. The glass is 
cooled so gradually and stirred so con­ 
stantly as to lay perfectly homogeneous.—

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


Property Recovered. 
J. R. Hodson yesterday recovered most 
of the jewelry and property which was 
stolen from his residence on the 20th of 
last month, during the McKenna Republi­ 
can demonstration. Large rewards were 
offered for the recovery of the property, 
which consisted principally of diamond 
jewelry, watches, etc., but the police, after 
three weeks’ efforts, obtained no clue. Mr. 
Hudson then addressed himself to the de­ 
tective business, continuing unremittingly 
until yesterday, and with great success. 
During the week in which lie was thus en­ 
gaged he occupied various rooms in the 
city as outlooks, watching the movements 
of suspected parries; also, in disguise, vis­ 
ited many haunts frequented and occupied 
by the class of men among whom 
our supply of criminals are found. 
In this manner exceedingly uncomfortable 
situations were several times encountered, 
when, with only himself and personal de­ 
termination :uid dare, lie was surrounded 
by a large number of the worst toughs ill 
secluded quarters, where invaluable in­ 
formation was obtained, but which, when 
his personality was disclosed, caused the 
question to be debated, “W hat shall we do 
with him, and how shall we successfully 
conceal the tracks that have been uncov­ 
ered ?” 
. 
The clues, however, which had been ob­ 
tained, with other information which these 
aided in procuring, placed the self-appointed 
detective into almost full possession 
of the facts concerning the disposition 
of the jewelry after the burglary, 
and by having the trains and outlets 
of the city closely shadowed by personal 
friends, and having everything in readiness 
to arrest the entire posse upon circumstan­ 
tial proofs, disclosures were obtained, and, 
while the parties under thick clouds came 
forward and earnestly protested that they 
knew nothingof the burglary, they asserted 
a knowledge of the whereabouts of the 
stolen property, and when required to do 
So by Mr. Hudson, and to avoid arrest 
meantime, at once put up $200 as forfeit in 
case tlie; r statement proved false. This hav­ 
ing been done, and the place of deposit of 
the stolen property having been given as in 
Box 3,004, of the Safe Deposit Building, 
corner of Montgomery and California 
streets. San Francisco, ft was arranged that 
one of the parties should accompany 
Mr. Hodson yesterday morning to that 
city on 
the 
tí 
o'clock 
train 
to 
get the property. J t may be remarked that 
several of the light-iingered gentry who 
had been under watchful notice of the 
young detective during his short experience 
also took the same train, and posted them­ 
selves in positions for observing all that 
was done until after the visit at the Safe 
Deposit was made. I pon arriving at the 
designated spot where the property was to 
he found, the usual pass-word was given to 
the clerk by the person who accompanied 
Mr. II., and he was permitted to unlock 
Box -J,OG-1, where most of the jewelry, 
watches, rings, etc., were found done up in 
small packages in cotton rags and tightly 
tied together. The jewelry case, a few ar­ 
ticles of jewelry and the valuable papers 
were, however, missing, but hopes are still 
entertained for their recovery. 
Mr and Mrs. Hodson returned to Sacra­ 
mento last evening highly pleased with the 
recovery thus far made. The success of 
Mr. Hodson in the role of a detective is 
certainly noteworthy, and it is to he hoped 
the property missing will he obtained. 
Tit r. ft von.—At the Tivoli last night the 
well-wearing farce of “ Nan, the Good for 
Nothing,” was lirstplaye’, nd gave little 
Idalcne the best opportunity she has had to 
do character acting. She acquitted herself 
admirably, and proved that she has native 
dramatic talent and great versatility. The 
drama “ Nevada, or the Lost Mine,” fol­ 
lowed. m which Mrs. Nellie Cotton had a 
didicult role, and accomplished her task 
with success, proving herself a better stock 
actress than generally supposed. Ben Cot­ 
ton filled one of the negro characters pe­ 
culiar to him in Iris usual vein, and was the 
“ fun ” of the play. Marsh, Belmour, 
Marshal anil Richardson were especially 
well cast in the play, and their personality 
was well concealed. On the whole, the bill 
was one of the most truly dramatic— 
though, of course, of no lofty character— 
that the Tivoli company lias presented.

CITY TRUSTEES. 


Ordinance R elative to Stud-Horse Poker 
Introduced. 
The Board of City Trustees met in regu­ 
lar session at 10 o’clock yesterday, all the 
members present. 
City Collector Putnam made tlie follow­ 
ing report on the special tax : Original roll, 
$45.005 22; supplement. $10 70; total, $45,­ 
021 92. Amount collected, $40,828 00; de­ 
linquent, $1,193 30. 
Joseph N. Herndon, Superintendent of 
the City Cemeteries, reported for the month 
of October ; Deaths in tlie city, 30; still­ 
born, 1; brought here for interment, 14; 
total, 49. They were interred as follows : 
City Cemetery, 30; New Helvetia, 14 ; St. 
Joseoh, 4; New Masonic, 1; sent abroad, 
3; total, 52. For sale of lots, $157 50; for 
permits, $103 ; total, $200 50. The collec­ 
tions at New Helvetia Cemetery for the 
month was $5S. 
Tlie City Auditor was directed to adver­ 
tise for sealed proposals for the furnishing 
of supplies for the city jail, and for doing 
the city printing and advertising and the 
furnishing of water taps for one year. 
Tlie Clerk was directed to give ten days’ 
notice that an election will he held in this 
city on Monday, December 11, 1SS4, for 
Schooi Directors. 
Judge W. A. Henry, tlie newly-elected 
Police Judge, tiled his official bond with 
the Board in the sum of $10,000. His sure­ 
ties arc E. G. Blessing, Win. H. Chamber­ 
lain, Ad. C. Hinkson and S. S. Nixon. 
A petition was received signed by jirop- 
erty-owners, asking the postponement of 
the work of putting a sewer in the alley 
between O and P, Fifth and Seventh streets. 
Tlie matter was taken under consideration. 
R. S. Carey, of the City Railway Com­ 
pany, appeared before tlie Board and asked 
to be allowed to plank that portion of tlie 
street between the rails of the street railway 
on Tenth street. The request was granted. 
Mark Foster, Chief Engineer of tlie Water 
Works, reported that during the week the 
pumps had been in operation 13S hours and 
15,458,000 gallons of Sacramento straight 
had been forced into the water mains. 
STUD-HORSE I'OKI.'Il. 
Mayor Brown introduced the subject of 
stud-horse poker by saying that tlie press 
and public were having so much to say 
regarding it that it had become necessary 
for the Board to take some action in the 
matter. Some iintesince certain restrictions 
bad been placed upon certain games; they 
were restricted and licensed, and so far as 
bis observations went they had become a 
large source of revenue, and lie was credi­ 
bly informed that making the games pub­ 
lic had deterred many young men from 
playing. The Chinese tan games, he said, 
paid annually into the city treasury a reve­ 
nue of over $8,000. He said he would like 
to ask the opinion of the City Attorney as 
to what deposition should be made of stud- 
liorse poker. 
Mr. Anderson said there is much talk 
and unfavorable comment upon this game 
of stud-horse. " You, in my opinion, must 
repeal the ordinance passed by you last 
August licensing certain gambling games 
and enforce the statute, or else you must 
license stud-horse and place it under re­ 
strictions. We may as well face the music. 
I am willing to take tlie bull by tlie horns; 
will enforce any ordinance you pass, or 
if you repeal those already passed on that 
subject granting them a' license, I will 
enforce the statute. Gambling was some­ 
thing that could never be entirely sup­ 
pressed. If you restrict or prohibit one 
kind of a game, they will invent and play 
at another. I was opposed to the licensing 
of gambling in this city, but am free to 
confess that it lias worked well.” He said 
some of tlie games claimed that they were 
not making much. He was, however, 
credibly informed that one game had made 
within a year over $50.000. He said the 
Trustees of this city have entire and abso­ 
lute control over this matter of stud-liorse 
poker. It is a game not mentioned in the 
statutes. He said the Board of Trustees 
could if they so desired or thought it was 
for the best interest of the community, 
make the playing at stud-horse or 
any other kind of poker a misde­ 
meanor, and violators of such an 
ordinance 
could 
be convicted 
and 
severely punished. He said such an ordi­ 
nance was passed by the town authoritiesof 
St. Helena, a small village in Napa county. 
A well-known citizen who violated the or­ 
dinance at that place was arrested and fined 
$500. He appealed to the Supreme Court, 
but Judge Wallace, then on the bench, sus­ 
tained the lower Court, and the fine im­ 
posed had to be paid, lie said stud-horse 
was no worse than “seven and a half,” 
which had so wide a run. He said the 
statutory law regarding gaming was prac­ 
tically a dead letter. However, he would 
advise the Board to do something, and that 
immediately. There were dozens of licensed 
games running, and a lot running which 
were not licensed nor restricted. License 
and restrict all or prohibit all. You can do 
either. Treat all alike. “ If I had my way 
about it." he remarked, “ I would make it a 
felony for am an to allow an intoxicated 
individual or a minor to play at his game. 
Something must be done to protect the 
Sacramento youth, and it rests with you, 
and the public in one voice are asking, 
‘ What are you going to do about it?’ ” 
AN ORDINANCE. 
Trustee Nielsen presented the following 
ordinance, by request, and the same was 
laid over lbr one week : 
An Ordinance to License and Regulate Certain 
Percentage Gaming. 
The Beard of Trustees of the City of Sacra­ 
mento do ordain as follows: 
Section l. It shall be unlawful for any person 
to maintain, carry on, open, conduct, deal, or 
play any percentage game of stud-horse poker, 
or any other percentage game, either with cards, 
dice, or any other device, for money, cheeks or 
other repre.—ntative of value, unless the same 
shall be carried on. conducted, dealt or played 
in accordance with t <- following regulations: 
First—Fur conducting, carrying on. or playing, 
or dealing any such game, there shall be ob­ 
tained by the person so conducting, carrying 
on, playing or dealing such game, from the 
City ( ollector of said city, a license therefor, for 
which license he shall pay the sum o t 
dol­ 
lars per month, in advance, which said sum 
shall be paid into the General Fund of said city. 
.Second—No person under the age of tw enty- 
one years shall lie permitted to play at any such 
game, and any proprietor, manager or dealer of 
any such game knowingly permitting any such 
minor to play r.t any such game shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor and punished as here­ 
inafter provided. 
Third—It shall Le the duty of the Chief of Po­ 
lice to, at any ami nil times, inspect such games 
and see these regulations enforced. 
Fourth—Any owner, manager or dealer of any 
símil game, knowingly permitting any cheating, 
tricks or frauds to be practiced, or who practices 
any tricks or frauds himself, shall he deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and punished as here­ 
inafter prescribed. 
Section 2. Any person knowingly I «'rill il t i ng 
any such game to be conducted upon or within 
his premises, without complying with the fore­ 
going regulations, shall he deemed guilty of a 
inisdt meanor, and punished as hereinafter pro­ 
vided. 
Section 3. Any person violating any of the pro­ 
visions of this ordinance shall, upon cqgiviction 
thereof, be fined in a sum not exceeding S50J, or 
by imprisonment in the city prison (or a term 
not exceeding ten days, or by both such fine and 
imprisonment. 
Section I This ordinanee shall take effect im­ 
mediately. 
The ordinance apparently did not suit 
anybody. All the Trustees seemed to think 
if passed the license should be made several 
hundred dollars per month, which would 
practically be prohibition. 


L ively R unaw ay.—Yesterday forenoon 
a Chinaman was driving up I slreet in a 
vegetable wagon, and was about to turn 
north through Sixth street, when two run­ 
away horses, harnessed but without a vehi­ 
cle behind them, dashed up 1 street and 
followed the Chinaman into Sixth. They 
made but little noise and he knew nothing 
of their approach. 
Nearing iris wagon 
they separated, one going on each side of 
it, and, as they passed, the lines of their 
harness caught the celestial and tossed him 
from the wagon as if ho had been elevated 
by a bull. He alighted in a sitting posi­ 
tion. like a half-closed jack-knife, but for a 
moment appeared us badly stunned as 
though he had fallen upon his head. 
Meanwhile the harness of the runaways, 
entingled with the Chinaman’s wagon, 
rushed the horse attached to tlie latter 
along like a thoroughbred, and when John 
was able to see anything but stars he dis­ 
covered his property vanishing up II slreet.

Gloves o f various kinds were frequently 
presented in service for lands. 
Thus, two 
farms at Carlcoats, in Yorkshire, paid “ the 
one a right-hand, and the other a left-hand 
glove yearly ;” and some lands in E lm e- 
sale, in tiie same county, were held of the 
K ing “ by the service of paying at the 
Castle of 
1’ontcfract one pair o f gloves 
furred with fox skin, or eightjience yearly;” 
w hile for the manor o f Elston, in N otting­ 
ham, were rendered two pairs of gloves, 
together w ith a pound o f cummin seed and 
a steel needle. 
N eedles are met w ith sev­ 
eral times, but once instance must here 
suffice— where “ Roger, some tim e tailor to 
our lord the K in g ” held lands in Ila llin g - 
hury, Essex, by paying at the K ing’s ex ­ 
chequer “ one silver needle yearly.” 
Still 
more curious is the service for certain 
lands in Rode, Northampton, w hich con­ 
sisted in finding “ one horse o f the price o f 
5s. and one sack of tlie price of 4 Ad., with 
one sm all pin, for 40 days.” 
Probably this 
“ small p in ” was sim ilar to the skewer 
noticed above, and was held to fasten, or 
attach, the sack, w hich m ay have been em ­ 
ployed to carry fodder to the horse. 
That 
the horses were tolerably cared for, even 
in those days, seems to be proved by the 
fact that the manor of Cherburgh, in Dor­ 
set, was held “ by the service of one horse 
comb, j rice 4<h, to l>e paid yearly,” and 
that certain lands in tiie hundred o f Lose- 
berg, in the same county, were held “ of 
our lord the K ing, by the serjeantry of 
finding a certain 
horse comb, or curry 
comb,” etc. 
Am ong other m iscellaneous 
services by w hich lands were held may be 
mentioned certain instances of hose. Thus, 
Cottington, in N ottingham , was held by 
the service of presenting to the K ing a 
pair of scarlet hose yearly ; Eldresfield, in 
Worcester, was held 
by 
rendering to 
Robert, Earl of Gloucester, hose o f scarlet 
on his birthday, and Ilen lev, in W arwick, 
was held by Edmund, laird Stafford, by 
the service of 3s. or a pair o f scarlet hose.

T he men who bunt alligators for their 
hides and teeth are now reaping :i rich 
harvest. 
T he hunter- receive $1 apiece 
for all hides four feet long and upward. 
Two young men killed fifty alligators in 
one week recently in this neighborhood. 
They begin hunting as soon as it becomes 
thoroughly dark. 
T heir hunting outfit 
consists of a bull’s-eye lantern, in camp 
language called “look ’em up,” a double­ 
barreled shotgun, or “kill ’em sure,” and 
a hatchet, with which they split the a lli­ 
gator’s skull, to which they give the very 
expressive name of “dynam ite.’" 
T he man 
who is to do the shooting for the night 
fastens the lantern to bis forehead an 1 
takes his place in the bow of a small boat 
Hi-* partner paddles tlie Ixiat cautiously 
along the stream, w hile the nian in the 
boat keeps a sharp lookout for alligators’ 
eves, which, under favorable circumstances, 
ho can “shine” w ith his lantern at a dis­ 
tance of 200 yards. 
As soon as they dis­ 
cover a pair of eyes they paddle cautiously 
up to a few loot o f the alligator’s head and 
discharge a load of buckshot into it. 
As 
soon as the shot is fired 
the paddler 
catches the alligator by the jaws, which 
he holds together with one hand w hile he 
cleaves the skuU open with the hatchet. 
Som etim es tiie alligators retain considera­ 
ble power of attion. 
W hen such is the 
cas*,* it is rather excitin g work getting 
them into the boat. 
Som etim es very large 
alligators turn the Imat over. 
If an a lli­ 
gator is not bandied at once after being 
wounded he sinks to the bottom and is 
lost. 
1 asked one of the hunters, who has 
killed more than one thousand alligators, 
j what was the size of the largest one he 
I ever killed, and he told me thirteen and 
j one-half feet long.

Aral* strains. 
D iophantus won th e 2,000 
guineas in 1:46. 
T h e conree is seventeen 
yards over one m ile ; and th is tim e, over 
th e sam e course, was equalled by G alopin, 
w inner of th e D erby in 187-">, in his m atch 
against S tray Shot, dam of Shotover, who 
won th e great Epsom race for th e D uke of 
W estm inster in 1S82. 
It is a singular 
illusion to suppose, as th e u ninstructed do, 
th a t th e E nglish thoroughbred horse is a 
slini and feeble— w hat is called a “weedy” 
— anim al. 
T h ere are weedy m em bers of 
his trilie, no doubt, and w hen exposed on a 
race course at two years old, w hich proba­ 
bly m eans some tw enty m onths, these b a n t­ 
lings m ay seem poor.
